was  one  of  jss-uliar  interest,  and  drew  to¬ 
gether  one.  of  the  largest  assemblies  that 
ever  gathered  iu  the  venerated  old  struc¬ 
ture. 

'i  lie  exercises  consisted  of  the  exhibition 
end  explanation  of  various  relics  relating  to 
K*th  church  und  town  which  lmve  been 
handed  down  from  generation  to  genera¬ 
tion.  There  was  also  introduced  by  way  of 
variation  and  attrition,  some  choice  music 
—Violin  duetts  by  Mr.  Gruhueit,  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  and  Miss  Nellie  IV- 
1, >u  1m  some  piano  placing  by  Miss  Rice, 
and  singing  by  Miss  Harvey,  of  the  choir. 

The  exercises  commenced  w  ith  un  organ 
voluntary  by  the  organist,  Mr.  T.  L.  Ward, 
which  was  followed  by  tin*  opening  prayer 
by  a  former  pastor  of  the  church,  llev.  Iv 
Seymour. 

The  pastor  of  the  church.  Rev.  G.  E. 

Kuox,  produced  some  exceedingly  interest¬ 
ing  historical  facts  as  t<>  the  origin  of  the 
name  of  Rloomfield  and  of  the  old  church. 

He  also  explained  a  Map  of  Rloomfield  in 
1 which  had  been  copied  on  a  largp 
scale  from  a  small  map  made  at  tllat  time, 
also  exhibited  at  the  uimivcrsary.  Upon 
tliis  map  is  designated  what  is  now  culled 
l-’runkliu  street,  from  the  Second  River  to 
Rroud  street  at  the  foot  of  the  Common  and 
thence  northward  as  Rroud  street  now  runs, 
to  the  Ray  Lane.  Scattered  along  this 
road  were  some  twenty  houses  which  c< in¬ 
stituted  Rloomfield  in  those  early  days. 

There  are  standing  ut  the  present  day  three 
of  those  quaint  structures,  in  a  fair  state  of 
preservation.  The  park  is  also  shown  upon 
the  map,  designated  as  the  "  Parading 
Ground.  ”  What  is  delineated  upon  this 
map  was  known  as  Ward  season,  previous  to 
the  adoption  of  the  name  of  Rloomfield: 
in  1794  the  inhabitants  of  Warilsesson  and 
the  adjacent  neighborhoods  of  Cranotown 
(now  Montclair),  Newtown,  Stone  House 
Plains,  etc.,  formed  a  society  for  religious 
worship,  and  through  their  moderator,  Dea¬ 
con  Ephraim  Morris,  petitioned  to  the 
Presbytery  of  New  York  for  their  organiza¬ 
tion  as  the  Third  Presbyterian  Congrega¬ 
tion  iu  the  township  of  Newark.  At  a 
Society  meeting  held  Oct.  13,  179C,  the 
name  “  Bloomfield  ”  was  adopted  by  a  large 
majority  of  votes,  in  compliment  to  Major
